Hamilton and Burr’s Duel. 
By tar the most exciting personal 
transaction th at occurred am ong the 
first generation of Am erican states 
men 
and 
politicians was the fatal 
encounter 
between 
Colonel 
Aaron 
Burr, at the -time vice president Alex­ 
ander 
Ham ilton, form erly secretary 
‘•f the treasury, on Ju ly ill, 1804. -In 
this affair of honor Ham ilton was the 
victim, but scarcely less so Burr, for 
the latter was killed politically, was 
driven into exile 
and 
across 
his 
name 
was stam ped 
a sinister 
bar 
•wthich rem ains to this day, in spite 
of thv 
m any 
attem pts 
at 
white­ 
washing. 


The tragedy at W eehawken, N. J., 
had in it every eh m ent of pathos 
H am ilton was young, as statesm en 
go—only 47. He had an adored wife 
and a houseful 
of 
children 
with 
whom he was living happily on the 
stately grange overlooking the H ud­ 
son river in the neighborhood of Ft. 
George, on whose lawn ho had plant­ 
ed 
thirteen gum 
trees 
in 
memory 
of the thirteen states he loved so 
well. 
The 
young 
republic 
needed 
him 
badly. He was not an autocrat, and 
a lover of peace rather th an tro u ­ 
ble. And last, but nlot least, he was 
no believer in dueling. He had lost 
a son in th at way. He was forced 
against 
his 
principles 
by 
B urr's 
challenge to 'participate iii a m ur­ 
derous com bat from which his con­ 
science recoiled and would not a t­ 
tem pt to fine at the adversary whose 
first bullet m ortally wounded ‘him. It 
is im possible to underestim ate 
the 
share this fact played in the gener­ 
al indignation against Burr. 
Principles were dear to the men 
of 
76: 
a 
passionate 
r vulsion 
against all constraint of conscience 
was the very seed and heart of the 
new fruit of liberty, and at a time 
when duel law ru lud Europe and so­ 
ciety unquestioned, the bold Am eri­ 
can “plain people” called the death 
of Ham ilton common m urder. 
The anim osity between B urr and 
Ham ilton, as fille leaders respectively 
of the 
two great political 
parties, 
was very bitter. B urr alw ays seem ­ 
ed to be looking for some excuse to 
bring on a conflict With Ham ilton. 
He finally found such iii letters w rit­ 
ten by a zealous partisan, in which 
it 
was 
stated 
th a t 
Ham ilton 
had 
spoken of B urr as a dangerous man, 
and the w riter added that he could 
detail a still more despicable opin­ 
ion which General Ham ilton had ex­ 
pressed of Mr. Burr. 
Upon this latter passage B urr seiz­ 
ed as the m eans of forcing Ham ilton 
to fight. He wrtote to H am ilton, de­ 
m anding to know wthat was referred 
to. He received a reply which he 
claim ed was evasive. William P. Van 
Ness was chosen by Burr to deliver 
the challenge. The date was set. The 
duelists m et at the banquet of the 
-ociety of the Cincinnati, of which 
H am ilton was president and B urr a 
member, several days before the duel 
but neither recognized the other. 
The fatal m orning came. B urr a r­ 
rived first and 
Hamilton 
followed 
soon after. The seconds m arked the 
distance, the duelists took their po­ 
sitions and at the com m and of “pre­ 
sent” of the Ham ilton second, both 
parties presented and fired in suc­ 
cession. The fire of Burr took effect. 
Hamilton sprang upon his toes with 
a convulsive movem ent, reeled a lit­ 
tle toward the heights, at wthich mo­ 
ment he involuntarily discharged his 
pistol, and then fell headlong upon 
his face and remained m otionless up­ 
on the ground. 
(His 
ball 
rustled 
among the branches seven feet above 


the head of his antagonist and four 
feet wide of 'him. 


B urr heard it, looked up and saw 
w here it had severed a twig. Look­ 
ing a t Ham ilton, he beheld him fall 
ing and advanced tow ards him with 
a m anner and gesture th at appeared 
to be expressive of regret, but w ith­ 
out speaking turned about and with 
drew. 
No 
further 
com m unication 
took 
place between the principals 
B urr crossed in his barge to New 
Nork and Ham ilton was borne away 
tenderly in the arm s of his seconds 
to (his home. He expired the follow­ 
ing day. 


The death of this illustrous states 
m an was universally deplored as a 
national calam ity 
second 
only 
to 
th at of W ashington himself. The in­ 
dignation 
against 
B urr 
knew 
no 
bounds. 
His fixed determ ination to 
bring H am ilton within range of his 
pistol, feeling sure of being able to 
kill him, caused his act to be brand­ 
ed as willful m urder, and an indict­ 
m ent was duly found against him; 
but in a few days he fled, an outlaw 
and an outcast, and thus eluded ju s­ 
tice.
